BIG MEETING. 


Many Farmers Attending the Sugar 


Beet Meeting. 


About 3t)0 interested men, mostly 
farmers, are attending the sugar beet 
meeting which is being held in Con- 
key’s hall this afternoon and much in­ 
terest is being displayed. 


President J. J. Miller of the Benton 
Harbor board of trade culled the meet­ 
ing to order and Hon. J. W. Fletcher 
of .St. Joseph was elected chairman. 
After a few remarks he introduced Mr. 
Furman of Chicago, who is an expert 
in the. beet sugar business, who gave 
facts about the factories located in 
Europe, 
Bay 
City, 
Nebraska and 
other places and explained to the 
farmers how sutrar beets were raised, 
and the manner in which sugar was 
made from the beets. 
He said that in 
Nebraska farmers were afraid to raise 
the beets and it was necessary to go 100 
miles from the factory and lease ground 
in order to have beets enough to keep 
the factory running. 
After the first 3 
years it would have been an easy mat­ 
ter to have contracted with the farmers 
for 10.000 acres. 


The meeting will also be addressed 
by C. M. Garrison of Bay City and local 
speakers and it is ¡safe to say that many 
farmers will be convinced that there is 
more money in raising sugar beets than 
in raising small fruits.

A LEADING PAßT. 


The following wns narrated to mo by 
an old frieiid of iiiiuo, wiio upon leav­ 
ing collogo liad adopted tho stago as hii 
profesbion. His nariio ik—well, wo will 
know him by a fictitious one—Harry 
Thomas, for ho is at prcsi^ut in the 
seuith of thi! theatrical w'orld, and thou- 
eands would ncognizo him if his name 
wa8 given in these columns. 


His story ran thus: 
“ As you aru aware, Jack, I left col­ 
lege W’hen I w’as within a little of 18. 
Well, I had always a grtiat desire tc 
emulate tlms« sti-rJing horoe.s of old, 
whose prowess I had studiiul so much 
about. 


“ And there boing no othor opening 
in which to test iny abilities I dctiT- 
mined at once to adopt tho srago ainl 
make it the liold of my mimic con­ 
quests, little dreaming of the dilVunilt 
task which I had voluntarily imposed 
npon mysolf. 


“ How few of theout.«ido world know 
of tho incessant toil of an actor’s lilo! 


“ He is nothing but a schoolboy. For 
as .soon as one jiiocii is committed ti; 
memory another is placed in his iuvnd.s-, 
and so on—a life of perpetual study and 
labor. 


“ After some trouble I obtained the 
mienviablo position of *supo’ in ono ol 
our principal theaters. And after sp«*nd- 
ing two years in this branch was pro­ 
moted to play ‘utility business.’ 


“ And liero 1 rt'mained three years 
more, listening to the plots and schemes 
of the villains and heroes *in diirerent 
dramas. 


“ I assure yon that by this time my 
ardor had cooled considerably, and 
many a time w’hile poring over my part 
iu some new piece I have sincerely 
wished that I had chosen Korao other 
means of eiirning a living. 


“ Tho manager sa\v that I possessed 
more than ordinary talent, so he in ­ 
trusted mo with a part in which I play­ 
ed second to tho hero of tho piece. 


“ I carried myself through very cred­ 
itably, and the journals tho next morn* 
lug iu their criticisms said; 


“ ‘Mr. Thomas is a young and very 
promising actor; good iu gesture aud 
correct iu delivery. ’ 


“ Well, at this time a young lady—a 
•tar iu her line—wo will know her as 
Louisa Dietz—was engaged to play the 
principal rolo in a drama which the 
manager intended to open with aud play 
daring tho Christmas holidays. 


“ It inclined rather to the Thespian 
ttylo iu the openiug, but ended up as 
usual, with virtue triuuiphaut, and all 
tbo villains either shot or sent to state 
prison for life. 


“ Tho pie«ce required a great deal of 
study. In short, we had rehearsal every 
day for uearly a mouth, and during 
that time I fell desperately iu love with 
Louisa Dietz, the heroine of the play. 


‘ * It was love at first sight, but whether 
my passion found an ausweriug thrill 
iu her bosom 1 could not tell. 


“Sometimes, wheu alone, I would 
call myself a fool, a madman; for how 
could 1 for a moment expect an alliance 
between 
myself—a 
newly 
pledged 
knight of the dramatic art, and Louisa 
Dietz, whose name was sufticient to 
cram any theater with tho wealth aud 
beauty of the land. 


“ ‘The actor who was to play the hero 
of the drama was a tall, fine, dark look 
ing man, and it nearly set me crazy to 
see him (when the business of the piece 
required it) clasp her to his breast. 


In my fevered imagination, I thought 
that he used moro earnestness than the 
nature of the occasion required. 


Well, at last the iuial rehearsal but 
ono was over, aud tho following Mon 
day night (w'hich was Christmas) tho 
drama was to be presented to the public. 


Monday dawujod fair and bright, tlie 
air was cool and crisp. 


The last rehearsal had lieon called for 
this morning at 11 o’clock. 


Upon reaching the theater what was 
my surprise to find every ono, from the 
manager down to the callboy, running 
about the stag<| and talking in the most 
excited manner. 


“ Upon inquiry I found that the per­ 
son who was going to play tho leading 
charactei^ in the piece had the night be­ 
fore fallen upon the icy pavement aud 
HO injured his ankle that it rendered it 
impossible for him to appear. 


“ The m au ler upon bearing it bad 
dispatcbed bi« mesiengers to all the 
theatrical ageuciea in tbu city to, if pos* 
•ibto, obtain a person to play tbe part.

“ This was the state of affairs when 1 


oame upon the stage. 


“ The manager was in a perfect 
frenzy, and Louisa Dietz sat near one 
of the flats, silent aud pale as marble. 


“ This W’as her first appearance at 
this theater, aud to have an accident 
occur like this was enough to stupefy 
any one under similar circumstancea. 


“ I pitied her from the bottom of my 
heart. 


“ I was standing at the prompter’s 
stand, w’hen suddenly a wild thought 
shot thrbugh my brain. 


“ Why couldn’t I play tho part? For, 
having such a number of rehearsals, I 
was as perfect in his part as I was in 
my own. 


“ No sooner had the idea entered my 
mind than I actcd upon it, and going 
up to the manager I said: 


“ 'I know this part, and I have no 
doubt if you will intrust it to my care 
I can go through with it satisfactorily.’ 


“ Ho grasped me warmly by the hand 
and said: 


“ ‘Thanks, thanks, Mr. Thomas. I 
have every faith in your ability. ’ 


“ But I cared moro for tho grateful 
look in Louisa’s eyes as she walked by 
my side and said: 


“ ‘I, too, will ever owe you a service, 
w’hich w’ill be impossible to repay.’ 


“ So it was decided that I should as­ 
sume tho principal role, while a person, 
after some trouble, was obtained who 
could, no doubt, by gagging and being 
followed clo.sely, put through my part. 


Well, at last tho evening arrived and 
with immenso crowds that flocked from 
all quarters. 


“ At a quarter before 8 the manager 
stopped belore tho curtain and narrated 
the Jiccidont to tho audience, aud then 
bogged thoir kind indulgence in my 
boiialf, who at tho last moment, rather 
than have thom di.sappointed, had vol­ 
unteered to play the part. 


“ I, all this time, had been looking 
through a small hole bored in the pros­ 
cenium. 


“ TJio house was packed from parquet 
to dome with as reiinod an aiidionco as 
over I havo had the pleasure to play to. 


“ At 8 o’clock precisely the curtain 
was rung up aiul tho play commonced. 


“ Neither Louisa nor I appeared until 
tlio second scene. 


“ I wa.s sfamling in breathless anxiety, 
loaning' aigainst inu( of tho flats, upon 
tho i)rompt side, whilo she stood slight­ 
ly ilu.'^hed, but perfectly collected, upon 
tho ‘U. P. ’ si do. 


“ I had perfect confidence in myself, 
but every actor, no mivtter how perfect 
lui may bo, will feel an indescribable 
sensation of—you h:irdly say what— 
when he is about to stake his reputation 
in a now rolo before tlio public. 


“ Well, at last tho first scene w’as 
called in. 


“ And amid a deathlike silence the 
star of the oven ing walked on. 


•‘Instantly a storm of applause greet­ 
ed her, and echoed aud re-eclioed around 
and anunig the seent*ry like the rum­ 
bling of distant thunder. 


“ Tho scene represented a garden in 
which .she was soliloiiui'/ing as to 
whi*thor her lover (mo) was true to her, 
or whether ho w'as playing her false. 


“ At last I received my cue, and w’ent 
on. 


“ My entrance w’as again tho signal 
for deafening applause, which was con­ 
tinued for nearly five minutes, and it 
gave me time to fully think over what 
I was about to say. 


“ Finally all was once more quiet, 
and 1 commenced my delivery. 


“ It abounded in protestations of my 
undying fidelity and love for her. 


‘As I continued 1 warmed up with 
the subject. 1 was almost carried away 
by the intensity of ray feelings. 


‘I forg(7t that hundreds of eyes were 
critically watching every gesture and 
thsit attentive ears were devouring the 
words as they fell from my lips. 


‘1 saw only before mo the woman I 
loved. Aud the passion which 1 was 
outpouring to ber ears was not the love 
of the hero of the play, but simply the 
love of Harry Thomas for Louisa Dietz.
